Action On $12,000,000 Issue
Up to the People On
July 15

Election date for the ap-
proval of an issue of $12,.-
000,000 in bonds for relief of
unemployment and distress
was set by the board of
supervisors this week for July 15.
The election was approved on ma-
tion of Supervisor John R. Quinn.

Not'a dollar of the band funds
must be wasted, it was stressed by
speakers who appeared before the
board Wednesday. " The distribu-
tion of funds will be supervised
by the, board, with the assistance
of an. advisory committee of seven
menmibers, \

Two-thirds - vote of the people
will be  neeessary to carry the
bonds, which if voted, will be
issued in ‘small amounts, probakly
as low as $26, in order to give
everyone a chance to purchase
them,

A drive similar to the Liberty
Loan campaigns will be staged for
the sale if the bonds are voted.

It was specified that $3,500,000 of
the total is to be turned into the
county welfare budget to cut the
tax rate for the coming fiscal
year, which was 88 cents last year.
" Supervisor Quinn insisted that if
the bonds are voted that all money
must be put into labor on worthy
projects. He insisted, particularly
on the improvement of Sepulveda

Mayor W. T. Kiusman has
turned over to the Torrance Cham- |
ber of Commerce the task of rais-
ing funds by popular subscription
to put this community in lineeto
receive benefits from the proposed
Los Angeles Home Owners Trust
Fund, which movement has for its
object the saving of the property
of the small home
foreclosure and loss.

As a necessary preliminary to
putting the plan into operation,
$10,000 must be raised for operat-
ing expenses. Of this sum Tor-
rance's share is $73. Twenty-four
cities of which Torrance is one
have been asked to raise $5,000 of
the amouynt, pro-rated as to popu-
lation, while the city of Los An-
geles raises the other half.

Since home owners are now los-
ing their homes at the rate of at
least three a day through fore-
closure proceedings, it has been
observed that some drastic step
must be taken to end such a dis-
tressing situation. The Los An-
geles Home Owners Trust Fund is
the result of the thought and labor
of a ways and means committee
appointed recently by Mayor John
C. Porter of Los Angeles.

Under their plan a fund of $2,-
000,000 is to be raised, from which
loans will be made to meet the
immediate needs ‘of the property
owner who Is faced with eviction.
The sum is to be raised by the
sale of beneficlary Interests at
$1.00 each, through public sub-

merce. A $300 appropriation was
voted by the city council this week
to cover the cost of the campaign.

Last summer  the
Commerce spent $1300 in advertis-
ing in the “hot belt” communities
and 66 families came to Torrance
to live last summer, who were at-
tracted by the advertising. It is
expected that the smaller expen-
diture this year will serve as a
follow-up of ' the more extensive
campalgn last year. Chamber of-
ficials point out that Torrance is
very strategically situated for vis-
itors- at the Olympic Games, as
this city is located midway. be-
tween the Olympic stadium in Los
Angeles and Reereational Park and
Alamitos Bay in Long Beach,
where the acquatic sports will be
held.

Body of Missing Child Taken
From Shallow Grave
On Ranch

Out in the county strip between
Torrance and Redondo Beach, a
little green house stood empty
yesterday. The evergreens which
surround the little cottage breathed
a mournful refrain and in spite of
the bright sunshine of a perfect.
day there was gloom and sadness
about the place,

For it was there, just off Emer-
ald street, between Earl and Va-
lerie streets, that officers fromr the
sheriff’s office and the Los An-
geles detective bureau took from
the bottom of a-shallow grave, the
little body of a 3-year-old Jap-
anese baby, Molly Kanda, and car-
ried back with them to the county
jail the child's mother, Mrs. R.
Kanda, and her lover, J. Hatamoto,
allas Kogi, to answer to a charge
of murder. ¢

Burfed in a hole less than four
feet deep, wrapped only in the
clothing in which baby Molly had
drifted into her last sleep, the
child was found where the mother
confessed they had placed her.

Last December Mrs, Kanda left
her husband in Los Angeles, tak-
ing the little girl, This week
Kanda trailed his wife to this
vicinity and found her living with
Hatamoto on his ranch west of
Torrance.  The pair attempted toa
explain that the child had been
“lost” while the mother was on a
shopping trip to a nearby city and
Kanda reported the matter to the
police.

Tuesday under questioning, Mrs.
Kanda related that the pair had
tried to atone for their sin by
committing swicide, but that they
were unable to endure the gas and
rushed out of the house. The child
died, and they buried her.
died, and they buried her. Later
she changed her story to indicate
that Hatamoto had shot the baby.

Back of the house, in a chicken
yard, behind an outdoor toilet, a
gaping hole yesterday told the
story of where the child's body
was found. Stone & Myers am-
bulance carried it Tuesday night
to Los Angeles where it was taken
in charge by the coroner,

Work on the new Fern avenue
elementary school in Torrance to-
day is well under way, with the
grading of the site at the corner
of Fern avenue and EI Dorado
street. - A cut between five and
six feet is necessary to bring the
building site 'down- to .grade and
the earth excavated is being placed
at another place. 2.

George Mittry, Los Angeles con-
tractor, was low bidder on the
general contract, and the bullding
permit calls for a, structure to
cost $84,000. The building is a
12-unit structure.

Excavation work” is being done
by the Owl Trucking Company,
having been sublet by Mittry. The
Owl Company is a Compton con-
cern. - Approximately a dozen men
are being employed at the outset.
The building, which will face Fern
avenue, will be of the Spanish type
of architecture, with brick walls
and stucco ‘ exterior and red tile
roof. Stairways and corridors, how-
ever, are to be of reinforced con-
crete, to conform to the laws gov-
erning ¢onstructign of school build-
ings.

The general contractor has 125
working days in which to com-
plete the building. General con-
tracting work will' cost $47,256;
plumbing, $4398; heating, - $3829;
painting, $1999, and electrical work
and fixtures, $1379, according to
the architectural department of the
Los Angeles board of education.
